Fairey asked if he was 
carrying a laptop and be¬ 
came suspicious when he 
hesitated before replying. 

The document says bor¬ 
der services flagged Lahey 
for a closer look because 
he was a man travelling 
alone, had travelled exten¬ 
sively to countries that are 
known sources of child 
pornography, and was eva¬ 
sive when asked if he was 
carrying electronics.

A record number of cruise 
ship passengers flooded 
into Halifax Thursday and 
were treated to a truly au¬ 
thentic Nova Scotian expe¬ 
rience — rain, wind and 
chilly temperatures. 

About 11,000 passengers 
from five large ships were 
docked in the Halifax har¬ 
bour Thursday — a record 
breaking number of people 
for one day, according to 
the Halifax Port Authority. 

“The Port of Halifax has 
been working with many 
of our partners ... to really 
market the cruise business 
here in our region,” said 


Cathy McGrail, the authori¬ 
ty’s manager of cruise ship 
development. 

She also noted that while 
the weather is out of the 
authority’s control, most 
visitors to the region know 
what they are getting into 
and are drawn to the 
changing leaves and crisp 
breeze. 

Michigan’s Mimi Murphy 
said she was enjoying her 
brief stay in Halifax despite 
the weather. 

“I’m enjoying the cold 
weather,” she said while 
strolling the Halifax water- 
front. “Michigan has nice 
cold winters ... it’s just for 
the hardy people.” 

Her friend Myrt Hayes 
disagreed. With admirable

self-restraint, even while 
looking particularly un¬ 
comfortable in the strong 
breeze, Hayes chattered 
that Halifax is beautiful, 
“but a little too cold.” 

Despite the chill, Sam 
Neale, captain of Tall Ship 
Silva, said many waterfront 
businesses open up shop 
this late in the year exclu¬ 
sively for cruise ship busi¬ 
ness. 


“The harbourfront gets 
pretty crazy when a lot of 
cruise ships are in,” Neale 
said. “It goes from being al¬ 
most dead, because the lo¬ 
cal tourism season is done 
... to being totally busy. 
Everybody opens up at this 
point in time pretty much 
only for the cruise ships.” 

And business is boom¬ 
ing. According to the port 
authority, the economic 
impact of cruise ship traffic 
is estimated at $50 million. 

Two hundred and fifteen 
thousand passengers are 
expected to pass through 
the port this year, with ap¬ 
proximately 175,000 of 
those coming through dur¬ 
ing September and October 
alone.

The union representing 
the 930 Nova Scotia Com¬ 
munity College workers in 
a legal strike position is 
asking the province and 
NSCC to agree to binding 
arbitration to resolve their 
contract dispute. 

But in making the decla¬ 
ration Thursday evening 
following a conference call 
among executive 
members the union said if 
that’s not agreed upon — 
and no deal is reached — 
the faculty and support 
staff will walk off the job 
Tuesday, Oct. 20. 

“Everyone wants to 
avert a strike ... (this way) 
it would be decided by an 
arbitrator,” union 
president Alexis Allen said. 

“It’s a way to avert a 
strike so students won’t 
lose their year or their 
term.” 

The union and NSCC 
have been bargaining for 
16 months, with the most 
recent talks breaking off 
last Friday. 

Earlier Thursday, Educa¬ 
tion Minister Marilyn 
More said the government 
doesn’t plan to up their of¬ 
fer at the 11th hour to pre¬ 
vent a strike. More also 
said she’s staying out of 
the negotiations and 
hopes the two sides get 
back to the table and work 
out a deal. 

More noted she won’t 
try to stop a union strike, 
if it comes to that. “That’s 
their right to do that,” 
More said. with files from

Students back college staff 

100 walk out of NSCC campus to show support as strike looms

About 100 students from 
the Nova Scotia 
Community College’s 
Akerley Campus walked 
out during their lunch 
hour Thursday to demon¬ 
strate solidarity with their 
possibly striking teachers. 

Contract negotiations be¬ 
tween the province and the 
union representing NSCC 
faculty and support staff 
broke down last week. The 
union was meeting on 
Thursday night to decide 
possible strike dates, but 
are promising to give stu¬ 
dents proper notification 
should it come to that. 

Students, some still in 
their school chef uniforms 
or coveralls, lined Wood- 
lawn Drive in Dartmouth 
between noon and 1 p.m. to 
show their support. A few 
makeshift loose-leaf-and- 
highlighter signs could be 
seen in the crowd, asking 
drivers to Honk 4 Teachers.

Akerley’s student associa¬ 
tion president Ian Wood 
said while students don’t 
want a strike, they support 
their faculty’s fight for ade¬ 
quate compensation. 

“(We want to) let the me¬ 
dia, the general public and 
the government know that 
we stand behind the facul¬ 
ty,” he said. 

Angelica Audet, a 21-year- 


old hospitality and tourism 
student, said she was very 
concerned about the possi¬ 
bility of losing classes for a 
prolonged period. 

“This is already my sec¬ 
ond class at college,” she 
said. “I ain’t going to get a 
third one. I already messed 
up once. If they leave, I ain’t 
going to get to come back.” 

Audet stressed that, de¬ 


spite her anxiety over losing 
the year, she was strongly 
behind the teachers’ union. 

“Absolutely, give them 
what they need. They work 
their asses off to teach 
everyone else that (is) going 
to be ... part of this country,” 
she said. 

“They’re not paying them 
enough, they’re paying 
them garbage.”

Latimer says lawsuit is intended to bring public scrutiny of church

Philip Latimer says it's not 
about the money. 

The 47-year-old welder 
from Cape Breton, who al¬ 
leges he was abused by a 
priest when he was a boy, 
could choose to apply for 
compensation under a $15- 
million class-action settle¬ 
ment recently approved by 
the dioceses of Antigonish. 

But he won’t do it. 

On Thursday, Latimer 
spoke publicly for the first 
time about his decision to 
launch a separate civil law¬ 
suit against the diocese and 
the archdiocese of Halifax 
in a bid to force the Roman 
Catholic church to be held 
to account in an open 
courtroom. 

Latimer and his team of 
lawyers argue the class ac¬ 
tion process shields the 
church from public scruti¬ 
ny because the disclosure 
of evidence will take place 
behind closed doors. 

“My motivating factor 
has everything to do with 
the young boys of the 
parish — not money, not 
the settlement,” he told an 
emotionally charged news 
conference in Halifax. 

“I want healing, true 
healing.” 


The settlement, certified 
by a Nova Scotia Supreme 
Court judge, is intended to 
compensate anyone who 
was allegedly and known to 
have been sexually assault¬ 
ed by a priest of the 


Catholic Episcopal Corp. of 
Antigonish since Jan. 1, 
1950. 

Latimer said he was moti¬ 
vated to break his long si¬ 
lence when he learned that 
the clergyman who bro¬ 


kered the settlement, Bish¬ 
op Raymond Lahey, had 
been charged Sept. 25 with 
importing and possessing 
child pornography in Ot¬ 
tawa. 

“That triggered some¬ 


thing within me,” he said, 
his voice quavering. “When 
the man that orchestrated 
the deal was no different 
than the man that commit¬ 
ted the crime, allegedly .... 
that did it for me.” 

Latimer’s lawsuit names 
the archdiocese of Halifax 
and the diocese of Antigo¬ 
nish as defendants. 

In his statement of claim, 
Latimer alleges he was sex¬ 
ually molested by a priest 
for four years, beginning 
when he was 11. 

He alleges Rev. Allan 
MacDonald, who died in 
2002, plied him with alco¬ 
hol and abused him when 
he was an altar boy living 
in the rural Nova Scotia 
community of Havre 
Boucher. 

“When I was a young 
boy, when this happened to 
me, I was put into a dark, 
dark hole, a dark, dark 
place,” said Latimer, who 
lives in Pleasant Hill and is 
married with three daugh¬ 
ters and a grand-daughter. 

“I cannot describe to you 
the pain, the shame that I 
felt... inside. I didn’t ask for 
that. But then, I couldn’t 
say nothing about it.”

Housing starts up, 
defying national 
downward trend 

building Halifax residential 
construction increased last 
month compared to Sep¬ 
tember 2008, bucking a na¬ 
tional trend of decline. 

According to the Canada 
Mortgage and Housing Cor¬ 
poration, there were 200 
multiple starts in Halifax 
last month, compared to 
116 this time last year. 

Matthew Gilmore, senior 
market analyst with 
CMHC’s Atlantic Business 
Centre, said in a release 
Thursday the increase is 
due to the start of 180 new 
apartment-style units. Sin¬ 
gle starts were down in 
September compared to 
last year however overall 
starts still increased by 20.1 
per cent due to the in¬ 
crease in multiple starts. 

Total housing starts in 
urban centres across Cana¬ 
da decreased by 26 per 
cent. 

The news comes on the 
heels of a Royal LePage sur¬ 
vey that shows Halifax’s 
most affordable homes saw 
the largest year-over-year 
price increase. Condomini¬ 
um prices increased by 
15.4 per cent, detached 
bungalows increased 13.9 
per cent and two storey 
homes were up 3.9 per

Atlantic small business owners are more 
upbeat than most in Canada, report says

recession Small business 
owners in Atlantic Canada 
appear to be handling the 
recession better than the 
rest of the country. 

According to TD Canada 
Trust Small Business Sur¬ 
vey, 66 per cent of small 
business owners in At¬ 
lantic Canada say they are 
excited or optimistic 
about 2010, compared to 
57 per cent nationally. 

While business owners 
in Atlantic Canada were 
heavily impacted by the 
recession, 71 per cent say 


their business perform¬ 
ance was either on, or 
ahead, of projections, said 
Tim Houck, regional sales 
manager for TD Canada 
Trust in a release yester¬ 
day. 

“Compared to the rest 
of Canada, which is more 


concerned about the ef¬ 
fects of the recession, At¬ 
lantic Canadian small 
business owners are more 
likely to be focused on 
managing cash flow, 
which suggests we may 
have moved on more 
quickly from the reces¬ 


sion than other areas of 
the country,” Houck said 
in a release. 

Eleven per cent grew 
their business despite the 
recession and three per 
cent grew their business 
because of the recession, 
the survey reports.. 

Not surprisingly, it was¬ 
n’t all good news — 27 per 
cent of Atlantic Canadian 
small business owners 
lost some business and 21 
per cent are in more debt 
than they were 12 months

diversion Contractors are 
currently finishing work 
needed to divert Coke 
Ovens Brook and Wash 
Brook around the tar 
ponds, preparing to drain 
the ponds for the biggest 
job of all: stabilization and 
solidification using cement.

Fisheries get injection 
of cash from province 


Price gouging 
fines to go up 

province The fines in Nova 
Scotia for price gouging 
during an emergency are 
about to be hiked up to 100 
times higher. 

Currently if a business or 
individual is found to be 
raising prices to exploit 
people in emergency situa¬ 
tions they face a $1,000 
fine. That’s going up to 
$10,000 for individuals and 
$100,000 for companies. 

Emergency Management 
Minister Ramona Jennex 
and EMO head Craig 
MacLaughlan both said 
they were unaware of any¬ 
one being convicted of 
price gouging in Nova Sco¬ 
tia. But they said the stiff 
fines would act as a 
deterrent. 

The change is part of a 
bill unveiled Thursday that 
was inadvertently leaked to 
reporters in a media scrum 
by NDP MLA Percy Paris the 
day before. The bill will give 
the province the power to 
demand pandemic plans 
from outside businesses 
such as utilities, gas compa¬ 
nies, grocery stores and uni¬ 
versities. However staff say 
they don’t have the capaci¬ 
ty at the moment to judge 
those plans. 

“If Nova Scotia Power 
were to drop their plan on a 
desk at present I would not 
have the expertise to evalu¬ 
ate whether that plan 
would work for Nova Scotia 
Power,” MacLaughlan said. 
When asked then what the 
point of the bill was he said 
they may have the expert¬ 
ise in the future. 
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A local MLA is standing 
by his controversial deci¬ 
sion to supervise a 
convicted child abuser. 

In 2005 Kevin Bernard 
Kosinsky shook his three- 
month-old baby so hard 
she suffered brain dam¬ 
age. 

Recently, Dartmouth 
North MLA Trevor Zinck 
of the NDP agreed to su¬ 
pervise the man so he 
could be released from 
prison and work 200 
hours of community serv¬ 
ice at the Salvation Army. 

The mother of Kosin¬ 
sky’s child has said it was 
the wrong thing to do and 
the man should be behind 
bars. But Zinck said he’s 
trying to help the man 
transition to being a good 
citizen. 

“It’s a heinous crime 
and he knows that. How¬ 
ever he went through the 
court system and now he’s 
rehabilitating,” Zinck told 
reporters Thursday at the 
Nova Scotia legislature. 

“He is trying to transi¬ 
tion so I saw fit to help 
him with that effort.” 

Premier Darrell Dexter 
said he would not have 
done the same thing. He 
said it can cause uncom¬ 
fortable situations even if 
the member acted with 
the best of intentions. 

Dexter, a lawyer, said

my door to those 
folks I wouldn’t be 
doing a service to 
my community.”

Zinck should have con¬ 
sulted him or others in 
the party for their advice. 

Zinck said he’ll do that 
in the future but has no 
regrets on how he han¬ 
dled Kosinsky’s case. 

“I don’t regret it. I un¬ 
derstand the optics 


around it. I know that it’s 
a difficult decision for any¬ 
one to try to make ... but if 
I merely closed my door to 
those folks I wouldn’t be 
doing a service to my com¬ 
munity,” he said. 

“In my community un¬ 
fortunately I deal with a 
lot of people who are go¬ 
ing through transitions in 
their lives and obviously 
coming from different sit¬ 
uations. I never pre-judge 
anyone who comes 
through my door.” 

Zinck said he is meeting 
with the child’s mother 
Friday and is going to try 
to get them both more 
help.

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Dangerous deflation

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f it isn’t one thing, it’s 
another. When econo¬ 
mists aren’t fretting 
over a renewal of infla¬ 
tion, they’re fearful of 
deflation, a general fall in 
the level of prices for goods 
and services. Deflation is 
lately seen to have taken 
root in Japan. Consumer 
prices excluding food in 
that country dropped 2.4 
per cent in August from 
the previous year, the 
biggest fall since the coun¬ 
try started keeping records 
in 1971. It remains uncer¬ 
tain whether deflation will 
be exported to Canada like 
some economic H1N1, but 
this is not an infection we 
want. As tantalizing as it 


might be to think of our 
dollars having increased 
purchasing power, defla¬ 
tion would have mostly 
negative consequences. 
Falling prices can actually 
discourage purchasing, 
and in the longer term cur¬ 
tail output and investment, 
leading to lower overall de¬ 
mand. Eventually, you get 
a deflationaiy spiral that 
shrivels the economy. 

For those who run busi¬ 
nesses, deflation has scaiy 
implications. Take a gro- 
ceiy chain like Loblaws — 
deflation means product 
prices on the shelf decline, 
even while other operating 
costs such as wages, thanks 


to labour contracts, have 
built-in increases. Margins 
are then squeezed even 
tighter, bad news in a busi¬ 
ness that in recent years 
has been rapaciously com¬ 
petitive and, since last 
year, hobbled by recession. 

Loblaws just introduced 
its new “Rounded Down” 
program of price reduc¬ 
tions and its deputy chair¬ 
man has recently said that 
food inflation is turning in¬ 
to food deflation. That will 
put grocery retailers under 
even more intense pres¬ 
sure to build sales rev¬ 
enues on the basis of vol¬ 
ume rather than price. It 
means being locked into 


expansion plans to build 
the ever larger stores that 
can actually deliver vol¬ 
ume and continuing with 
internal process improve¬ 
ments to make stock deliv¬ 
ery and store operations 
more efficient. 

For Loblaws, imminent 
deflation is just one more 
piece of distasteful news. 
The company has strug¬ 
gled successfully in recent 
years to rethink its product 
offering, fix a flawed sup¬ 
ply chain, and fortify the 
bottom line, all with gro¬ 
cery predators like Wal- 
Mart encroaching on its 
territory. The payoff has 
been elusive. Loblaw Com¬ 
panies shares were worth 
more than $76 just four 
years ago. Today they’re 
just above $31. If deflation 
infects the checkout count¬ 
er, the share price becomes 
just as vulnerable as the 
price of tomatoes.

Church problems starting to boil over 



I know it is correct — po¬ 
litically and otherwise — 
to be scandalized by news 
that child pornography 
was allegedly discovered 
on a laptop computer be¬ 
longing to the now-sud- 
denly former Roman 
Catholic bishop of Antigo- 
nish, Raymond Lahey. 

I am. Up to a point. 

If the material in ques¬ 
tion includes photographs 
of actual children — based 
on the charges, they could 
as easily be photos of 
youngish-looking adults 
posing as teenagers or 
even illustrations — then 


someone exploited those 
children to create the im¬ 
ages. There are also now 
insinuations — uncon¬ 
firmed — that Lahey fre¬ 
quented well-known sex 
tourism destinations like 
Thailand. If Lahey, even in¬ 
directly, contributed to ac¬ 
tual child exploitation, he 
should be held account¬ 
able. 

That said, the portrait 
that emerges from the 
rush to rummage through 
his life and closets is of a 
complex, complicated 
man seemingly in continu¬ 
ing conflict with himself. 

According to Shane Ear¬ 
le — a survivor of abuse at 
the infamous Mount 
Cashel orphanage in New¬ 
foundland — Father La¬ 
hey, then a parish priest 
just outside St. John’s, pro¬ 
vided refuge for many of 
the boys abused at the or¬ 
phanage. “He was all these 


idealistic things you want 
in a father,” Earle told the 
Globe and Mail. 

But during one of his vis¬ 
its to Lahey’s home in the 
mid-1980s, Earle says he 
discovered “graphic pic¬ 
tures of aroused teenage 
boys” in Lahey’s bedroom. 

To be clear, Earle does 
not suggest Lahey ever 
physically or sexually as¬ 
saulted him. Neither, to 
this point at least, does 
anyone else. 

And, whatever his own 
private fantasies, Father 
Lahey never publicly con¬ 
doned actual abuse. 

Ironically, just before his 
arrest, he even helped ne¬ 
gotiate a landmark $ 15- 
million settlement of sexu¬ 
al abuse claims against 
priests in Antigonish, the 
diocese he had gone on to 
head. 

Shane Earle wasn’t sur¬ 
prised. “I remembered as a 


child how concerned he 
was about child abuse,” he 
told the National Post, “so 
I knew there was a side of 
him that could be an asset 
to this whole process.” 

There’s much we don’t 
know about Lahey’s case. 
It is early to rush to judg¬ 
ment. But it is possible — 
probable — that, even if 
the allegations are true, 
Lahey is not the only vil¬ 
lain. 

Based on what we al¬ 
ready know from way too 
many other proven cases, 
the real villain is a Roman 
Catholic church whose un¬ 
healthy, unholy demands 
on those who serve it cre¬ 
ated a sexual pressure 
cooker primed to explode. 
And it has. Too often. It is 
time to deal with that.

Loonie taking flight 

Some predict parity with greenback this year 


tv Canada's broadcasters have 
launched a campaign to lobby 
for the right to negotiate fees 
with cable companies, who 
currently don't pay to carry lo¬ 
cal TV programming.

The Canadian dollar 
appears to be again reach¬ 
ing for parity. 

With the greenback 
falling against most global 
currencies, the loonie has 
caught an updraft that has 
seen it gain about three 
cents in just over a week, to 
approach 95 cents US. 

And many factors — in¬ 
cluding an expected posi¬ 
tive jobs report from Statis¬ 
tics Canada on Friday — are 
expected to help keep the 
loonie rising, possibly to 
parity by the end of the 
year. 

The consensus is for the 
agency to report that 5,000 
net jobs were created in 
September. That is a modest 
number, but marks a major 
difference from the situa¬ 
tion in the U.S. — against 
whose currency the loonie

It would represent the 
second monthly employ¬ 
ment gain in Canada and a 
clear indication the country 
is bouncing back from re¬ 
cession, whereas the U.S. is 
still reporting massive 
three-digit monthly job 
losses. 

In fact, the U.S. hasn’t 
had a positive reading in al¬ 
most two years. 

As well, the Australian 
central bank’s decision this 


week to raise interest rates 
is leading to speculation 
that the Bank of Canada 
will be the next to move, re¬ 
gardless of governor Mark 
Carney’s “conditional com¬ 
mitment” to keep the poli¬ 
cy rate at an ultra-low 0.25 
per cent until mid-2010. 

Carney didn’t do any¬

From grinder to ‘superstar’ 

Gritty winger Travis Randell finds himself atop Mooseheads' scoring list

Canadian-born actress a Wild Thing in classic children's tale

Catherine O’Hara has done 
her fair share of voiceover 
work, but never before 
has she had her perform¬ 
ance recorded while 
rolling around on a stage 
with a microphone 
strapped to her forehead. 

“It’s not like standing be¬ 
hind a mike by yourself in 
a booth, like you usually 
do,” she says. “We were all 
together playing the 
scenes.” 

The technique al¬ 
lowed O’Hara, and 
her fellow crea¬ 
tures in Where 
The Wild Things 
Are, which opens 
next week, to more 
fully embody their 
characters. 

And, O’Hara admits, 
she may have embodied her 
character — Judith, a trou¬ 
blesome Wild Thing with a 


sharp 
horn— a 
bit too 
much. 

“I was 
land of 
shocked 

when I saw the 
movie and it wasn’t 
me,” she says. “I thought I 
was actually in the movie.” 


Of course, all that time on 
stage gave O’Hara, a veteran 
of many great ensemble 
casts, the chance to work 
more closely with her co- 
stars, including Forest 
Whitaker, James Gandolfi- 
ni, Lauren Ambrose and 
Chris Cooper, something 
she appreciated greatly. 

The movie is based on a 


23-page book, so there was¬ 
n’t a whole lot of source ma¬ 
terial for O’Hara to draw on 
in defining her character. 
Luckily, the Second City vet¬ 
eran has something of a 
knack for improvisation, as 
any fan of her work in 
Christopher Guest’s films 
already knows. 

But she and her co-stars

also felt enormous pres¬ 
sure to successfully bring 
director Spike Jonze’s inter¬ 
pretation of the beloved 
children’s book to the 
screen. She’s proud of the 
result, even though it may 
not be exactly what all of 
the book’s fans are expect¬ 
ing. 

“I know eveiyone who’s 
tiying to sell a movie says 
this, but I think it is so up 
for interpretation, like the 
book,” O’Hara says. “And 
it’s as simply presented as 
possible, in the world of 
film. 

“I know Spike really 
fought for that, to not ex¬ 
plain everything, and to 
make it as open to interpre¬ 
tation as possible. And I 
think he pulled it off.”

Late in the film, young 
Max takes refuge inside one 
of the titular wild things, 
emerging after covered in 
goop. Jonze admits this was 
one sequence his star wasn't 
totally game for. 

“He just did not want to 
get in it,” Jonze remem¬ 
bers." He said, 'I'll only do it 
if afterward you let me cov¬ 
er you in it.' So afterward 
we went back to his room 
and he just covered me in

When Vince Vaughn and 
Jon Favreau debuted 
Swingers in 1996 , it 
seemed like the world got 
two new kings of comedy. 
The pair’s output since 
then has been disappoint¬ 
ingly inconsistent, bring¬ 
ing both big hits (Old 
School for Vaughn, Iron 
Man for Favreau as a direc¬ 
tor) and big misses (you 
know the ones). 

But at least there was al¬ 
ways the hope that when 
the pair worked together as 
writers it would guarantee 
quality. Unfortunately that 
hope has vanished with 
Couples Retreat. Favreau 
and Vaughn teamed up on 
both sides of the camera for 
this romantic comedy, but 
sadly produced one of then- 


weakest efforts. 

Vaughn and Favreau star 
as a pair of married men 
who are talked into a week- 
long holiday retreat with 
their near-divorced friend, 
played by Jason Bateman, 
and their wives. Unfortu¬ 
nately when they get to the 
tropical resort, they learn 
they’ve been swindled into 
a week of couple’s therapy. 

Guess what? The couples 
that thought their relation¬ 
ships worked end up being 
just as dysfunctional as the 
ones planning a divorce. 

It’s all veiy predictable 


and while the actors bring 
out their established comic 
personas through a series of 
marathon improv sessions, 
the smattering of laughs 
can’t enliven the tired plot. 

The wives are all played 
by talented actresses (Malin 
Akerman, Kristin Bell, and 
Kristin Davis), but unfortu¬ 
nately none of them are 
permitted to do much be¬ 
yond looking dumbfounded 
as the guys make fools of 
themselves. This problem 
sums up the film, which 
feels like a series of missed 
opportunities.

E veryone knows 
Vince Vaughn 
and Jon Favreau 
are BFFs. They’ve 
co-starred in a 
number of movies and 
when they aren’t sharing 
the screen they’re sharing 
producing and writing 
credits. 

They are to Hollywood

classic; but that was 1983 
and this is now. He’s all 
grown up and after mak¬ 
ing over 100 commercials 
and countless after-school 
specials he’s now a big 
time producer and direc¬ 
tor, most often working as 
the third leg of Vince and 
Jon’s tripod. 

He produced Iron Man, 
Zathura and others with 
Favreau, and The Break Up 
and Wild West Comedy 
Show with Vaughn. This 
weekend he steps behind 
the camera to direct his 
two pals in Couples Re¬ 
treat. 

He hasn’t, however, 
completely from acting. 
One of the pleasures of 
the Wild West Comedy 
show was watching 
Billingsley and Vaughn re¬ 
enact a scene from the af¬ 
ter school special The 
Fourth Man, a hyper-seri¬ 
ous drama about a kid 
who gets hooked on 
steroids. 

But his appearances 
haven’t been confined to 
poking fun at his earlier 
work. In 1993 he starred 
in an underrated straight- 
to-video sci fi/horror gem 
called Arcade (written by 
Batman’s David S. Goyer) 
playing a “virtual reality 
addict” who frees a tor¬ 
mented spirit from a 
video game. It’s a TRON 
wannabe, but good b- 
movie fun nonetheless. 

The next year he wrote, 
directed and starred in

the short film The Sacred 
Fire, a psychological dra¬ 
ma about a vampire 
hunter. 

More recently he has 
confined himself to bit 
parts in the movies he pro¬ 
duces. Catch peeks of him 
in The Break-Up, Iron Man 
and Four Christmases. 

Billingsley is one of the 
rare happy endings from 
Hollywood’s child star sys¬ 
tem. 

“Pete has great ideas 
and he’s a really balanced, 
easy, smart and nice guy,” 
says Vaughn. “He’s really 
intelligent but really just 
respectful of people.”

he price of CDs has 
finally come down: 

Part of the reason 
file-sharing took 
off so fast ten years 
ago was because we wanted 
more music than we could 
afford to buy. And yes, CDs 
were too expensive. That’s 
all changed today. Market 
forces 1, high prices, 0. 

The price of singles has 
gone back to levels not seen 
since the ’70s: Buying a 7- 
inch single back then cost 
anywhere from 99 cents to 
$1.29. What are the a la 
carte prices on for digital 
singles sold on iTunes and 
elsewhere? Ninety-nine 
cents to $1.29 — or, in 
some cases, even lower. 

They still make turnta¬ 
bles: Towards the ends of 
the ’90s, every Christmas 
was framed as “the last time 


you’ll ever be able to buy a 
turntable.” Vinyl coughed 
up a lung and lingered in 
the ICU for a few years, but 
now it’s been reborn. 

Box sets: People will 
spend money on something 
that’s perceived to have 
good value. Sure, you can 
BitTorrent Neil Young’s en¬ 
tire oeuvre for free, but 
nothing downloadable can 
match the richness of his 
Archives box set. 

The Internet: In the old 
days, people got their mu¬ 
sic from radio, magazines, 
friends, video channels 
and the guy at the record 
store. That still applies to¬ 
day, but now we have Face- 
book, Twitter, Sound- 
Cloud, YouTube, Rapid- 
Share, streams and an infi¬ 
nite number of BitTorrent 
sites. Instead of someone 
filtering the music for us, 
the entire universe lays 
open. Infinite choice is 
sometimes frustrating and 
scaiy, but would you have 
it any other way?

When Michael Buble 
broke up with longtime 
girlfriend and actress Emi¬ 
ly Blunt last year the blo- 
gosphere went nuts.

Herta Mueller, a member 
of Romania's ethnic 
German minority who was 
persecuted for her critical 
depictions of life behind 
the Iron Curtain, won the 
2009 Nobel Prize in litera¬ 
ture Thursday in an award 
seen as a nod to the 20th 
anniversary of 
communism's collapse. 

Mueller was honoured

In 1984 an uncensored 
version was smuggled to 
Germany, where it was 
published and devoured by 
readers. That work was fol¬ 
lowed by Oppressive Tango 
in Romania but she was 
eventually prohibited from 
publishing inside her 
countiy for her criticism of 
dictator Nicolae Ceauses- 


cu’s rule and its feared se¬ 
cret police, the Securitate. 

“The Romanian national 
press was veiy critical of 
these works while, outside 
of Romania, the German 
press received them very 
positively,” the Academy 
said. 

Mueller, whose father 
served in the Waffen SS 
during the Second World 
War, is the third European 
to win the prize in a row 
and the 10th German, join¬ 
ing Guenter Grass in 1999 
and Heinrich 
Boell in 1972.

glund, the permanent sec- 
retaiy of the Swedish Acad¬ 
emy. “You read half the 
page and you know at once 
that it’s Herta Mueller.”

Tofu-stuffed Pasta 
Shells 

INGREDIENTS: 

15 uncooked jumbo pasta 
shells 

11/2 cups (375 ml) firm to¬ 
fu 

3 tbsp (45 ml) grated 
Romano cheese, divided 
2 garlic cloves, peeled 
1 package (10 oz/300 g) 
frozen chopped spinach, 
thawed and dried 
1 can (14 oz/398 ml) Italian 
diced tomatoes, drained 
1 can (8 oz/250 g) tomato 
sauce 

1/4 cup (50 ml) dry red 
wine 

1/2 cup (125 ml) shredded 
mozzarella cheese 


Drain shells; stuff with to¬ 
fu mixture. 

2. In small bowl, combine 
tomatoes, tomato sauce 
and wine. Spread 1/2 cup 
(125 ml) sauce in 11-in. x 
7-in. x 2-in. (28 cm x 18 c, 
x 2 cm) baking dish coated 
with nonstick cooking 
spray. Arrange stuffed 
shells over sauce. Top with 
remaining sauce. 

3. Cover and bake at 350 F 
(180 C) 25 minutes. Uncov¬ 
er; sprinkle with 
mozzarella and remaining 
Romano. Bake 8-10 
minutes or until shells are 
heated through and 
cheese is melted. 


METHOD: 

1. Cook pasta shells 
according to package 
directions. Meanwhile, in 
blender, combine tofu, 2 
tbsp (25 ml) Romano 
cheese and garlic until 
smooth. (Add 1 tbsp/15 ml 
water if mixture is too 
thick.) Add spinach; 
process until blended.
